Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1953. 

This  year  has  been  a year  of  steady  progress.  There  has  been 
nothing  very  spectacular  to  report,  which  is  I think  as  it  should  be. 
It  is  when  the  Public  Health  Service  breaks  down  that  the  spectacular 
happenings  take  place. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  district  vary  very  slightly  from  last 
year.  The  birth  rate  is  slightly  higher,  but  the  death  rate  is  exactly 
the  same.  The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  shows  a striking 
increase.  It  amounts  to  one  in  five  of  all  deaths.  Of  these  deaths 
from  cancer,  eleven  were  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus.  The 
connection  between  lung  cancer  and  tobacco  smoking  has  recently 
been  shown  to  be  statistically  significant. 

There  was  only  one  death  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  This 
figure  compares  very  favourably  with  the  figures  for  the  Country  as  a 
whole. 

The  infantile  death  rate  is  again  below  that  for  England  and 
Wales. 

We  had  a large-scale  measles  epidemic  in  the  early  months  of 
the  year.  As  yet  we  have  found  no  effective  means  of  active 
immunisation  against  measles.  Measles  may  be  prevented  or 
attenuated  in  those  children  who  by  reason  of  debility  or  other 
disease  are  in  grave  danger,  by  injections  of  gamma  globulin.  This, 
however,  is  in  very  short  supply  and  can  only  be  used  in  very  special 
cases. 

Diphtheria  has  now  been  almost  completely  eliminated  by  ten 
years  of  active  immunisation. 

Whooping  Cough  is  to-day  the  most  serious  infectious  illness  in 
childhood.  It  should  be  our  endeavour  to  deal  with  whooping  cough 
as  we  have  dealt  with  diphtheria.  At  present  there  is  no  nation-wide 
campaign  for  whooping  cough  immunisation.  Accumulating 
evidence  points  more  and  more  to  the  effectiveness  of  modern 
whooping  cough  vaccines.  I think  it  is  high  time  a concentrated 
effort  was  made  to  eliminate  this  disease. 
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The  number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  has  shown 
a very  satisfactory  decline,  only  three  new  cases  were  notified  during 
the  year.  This  unfortunately  is  not  the  case  in  the  Country  as  a 
whole,  where  although  the  death  rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
has  fallen  the  number  of  new  cases  remains  about  the  same. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  polio- 
myelitis. The  year  has  added  greatly  to  our  knowledge  of  the 
natural  history  of  the  disease.  The  vast  amount  of  research  which 
has  for  years  been  going  on  with  indifferent  success  is  at  last  bearing 
fruits.  Armed  with  greater  knowledge  we  feel  we  are  in  a much 
better  position  to  tackle  the  problem. 

Provision  for  the  care  of  the  aged  and  chronic  sick  has  not 
improved.  The  number  of  chronic  and  elderly  sick  needing  hospital 
care  appears  to  be  increasing.  We  do  not  even  know  the  size  of 
the  problem  as  it  is  only  seen  in  small  sections  by  those  dealing 
with  the  problem.  The  hospitals  see  one  side  of  the  picture,  the 
General  Practitioner  and  the  District  Nurse  another,  and  the 
Welfare  Officer  sees  yet  another.  It  might  well  be  that  simply 
by  unification  of  administration  the  problem  could  be  solved  with- 
out adding  appreciably  to  the  cost  of  the  already  over-burdened  . 
National  Health  Service.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

The  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  comprises  an  area  of  56,239 
acres  at  the  eastern  end  of  the  County  of  West  Sussex.  Running 
east  and  west  through  the  district  is  a range  of  downs  rising  to  a 
height  of  800  feet;  two  river  valleys,  the  Adur  and  the  Arun,  cut 
through  this  range,  the  River  Adur  to  find  its  outlet  to  the  sea  at 
Shoreham,  and  River  Arun  to  find  its  outlet  to  the  sea  at  Little- 
hampton. 

The  district  consists  mainly  of  agricultural  land.  The  chief 
industries  of  the  district  are  agriculture,  brick  making,  tile  making 
and  cement  manufacture.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 

Since  the  National  Health  Service  Act  came  into  force  on  July 
5th,  1948,  the  following  services  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Local 
Health  Authority,  which  is  the  West  Sussex  County  Council: 
Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care 
The  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 
Ambulance  and  Hospital  Car  Service 
Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 
Vaccination  against  Smallpox 
Domiciliary  Midwifery 
Health  Visiting 
Mental  Health 
Home  Nursing 
Home  Help. 

HOSPITAL  AND  SPECIALIST  SERVICES 

A comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Doctors  can  arrange  whatever 
forms  of  treatment  are  needed  for  their  patients  in  general  or  special 
hospitals,  whether  as  in-patients  or  out-patients.  Hospital  accom- 
modation of  a private  nature  is  available  in  certain  circumstances 
subject  to  appropriate  charges.  All  types  of  cases  are  thus  provided 
for — medical,  surgical,  maternity,  infectious  diseases,  and  those 
requiring  sanatorium  or  mental  hospital  treatment. 

The  Worthing  Group  Hospitals  comprise:  Worthing,  South- 
lands, Swandean,  Littlehampton  and  Arundel  Hospitals;  Zachary 
Merton  Maternity  Home,  Rustington  and  certain  Convalescent 
Homes. 

GENERAL  MEDICAL  AND  DENTAL  SERVICES 

Everyone  is  entitled  as  part  of  the  arrangements  for  the  National 
Health  Service  to  general  medical  and  dental  care.  Local  arrange- 
ments for  these  services  are  organised  through  the  National  Health 
Service,  Executive  Council  for  West  Sussex,  63  South  Street, 
Chichester. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

Acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council,  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  operate  the 
Ambulance  and  Hospital  Car  Service  in  the  County.  Calls  for  an 
ambulance  are  made  through  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance  on 
the  case,  or  through  the  Police  or  public  in  case  of  accidents  or  other 
emergencies. 

NURSING 

General  District  Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and  School 
Nurses  are  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  serve  in  the  area. 
Lists  showing  names  and  addresses  of  these  nurses  may  be  seen  at 
County  Libraries,  Town  Halls,  or  Offices  of  local  District  Councils, 
and  the  Public  Health  Department,  County  Hall,  Chichester. 
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CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES 


The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  Health  Centres  at 
Chichester,  Littlehampton,  Lancing,  Shoreham-by-Sea  and  Hor- 
sham, at  which  Minor  Ailment  Clinics  are  held.  Physiotherapy 
Clinics  are  held  at  Lancing  and  Shoreham-by-Sea  Health  Centres. 

Ear  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Chichester  Health  Centre  and 
appointments  are  made  for  children  suffering  from  ear  disease  to 
attend.  Appointments  are  also  made  for  children  to  attend  at 
Horsham,  Worthing  and  the  Sussex  Throat  and  Ear,  Hospitals. 
Children  suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  are  also 
treated  at  the  Sussex  Throat  and  Ear  Hospital.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

I am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  following 
information: 

WATER  SUPPLY 

All  the  parishes  in  the  area  except  Steyning,  Bramber  and  Upper 
Deeding  have  a piped  supply  of  main  water  obtained  from  the 
North  West  Sussex  Joint  Water  Board  bores  situated  at  Nutbourne, 
Smock  Alley,  West  Chiltington,  Washington  and  Storrington. 

Steyning,  Bramber  and  Upper  Deeding  have  a piped  supply 
from  the  Steyning  Waterworks  Company  obtained  at  the  Steyning 
Waterworks  situated  in  Upper  Deeding.  Steyning  Waterworks 
Company  also  supply  some  of  the  water  used  in  the  parishes  of 
Henfield,  Shermanbury  and  Woodmancote  (the  North  West  Sussex 
Joint  Water  Board’s  mains  are  also  connected  to  the  main  supply 
serving  these  parishes). 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  samples  are  the  responsibility  of 
the  North  West  Sussex  Joint  Water  Board,  but  a sample  is  taken  by 
the  Local  Authority  once  a month  at  random  throughout  the  district 
from  premises  supplied  by  a main  supply;  these  have  proved  to  be 
satisfactory  in  every  case. 

In  addition  monthly  samples  for  bacteriological  examinations 
were  obtained  by  us  from  the  source,  and  off  main,  of  the  Steyning 
Waterworks  Company.  All  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

PRIVATE  SOURCES 

Four  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  two  private  sources  of 
supply  serving  seventeen  properties  and  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst  for  examination.  The  results  showed  that  the  water 
supplies  were  unsatisfactory  in  all  cases.  One  of  these  properties 
was  connected  to  the  main  supply  and  the  source  of  supply  of  the 
other  was  improved. 

Twenty-one  dwellings  were  connected  to  the  main  water  supply 
during  the  year  following  action  by  this  Department.  There  are, 
however,  twelve  dwellings  known  to  be  without  an  adequate  supply 
of  wholesome  water  in  areas  where  no  mains  are  available.

There  are  main  drainage  systems  serving  the  major  part  of 
Henfield,  Storrington  and  Steyning.  The  main  drainage  at  Storring- 
ton  is  the  only  modern  and  satisfactory  system.  The  systems  serving 
Henfield  and  Steyning  leave  much  to  be  desired,  particularly  regard- 
ing the  treatment  of  the  sewage  and  the  outfall  of  the  sewage  effluent 
which  finds  its  way  by  various  routes  into  the  river  Adur. 

In  addition  to  the  main  drainage  areas,  many  of  the  Council 
Housing  Estates  are  sewered  to  disposal  plants  situated  on  the 
Estates. 
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As  previously  reported  the  Council  have  main  drainage  schemes 
prepared,  covering  the  whole  of  the  built-up  areas  within  the 
district,  and  there  is  reasonable  hope  that  the  Pulborough  scheme 
will  be  commenced  during  1954. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

House  Refuse 

Refuse  is  collected  regularly  from  all  parts  of  the  district, 
weekly  in  the  built-up  areas,  fortnightly  in  the  less  populated  and 
monthly  in  the  remote  areas.  Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  at  disposal  places  in  Henfield,  Washington  and  Steyning. 
Cesspools 

This  is  carried  out  by  four  Dennis  emptying  vehicles,  each  of  850 
gallons  capacity.  Contents  are  disposed  of  into  sewers  or  on  farm 
land  and  ploughed  in. 

Closets 

Pail  closets  are  emptied  in  the  unsewered  parts  of  Storrington 
and  from  Crossgates  Cottages,  Amberley.  The  closets  are  emptied 
into  special  apparatus  on  the  cesspool  emptying  plants  and  disposed 
of  at  the  Sewage  Farm,  Storrington. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

'No  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams,  other  than  by  drainage  from 
unsewered  parishes,  is  known.

Bye  laws  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938,  were  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  on  the  17th  May, 
1950,  and  came  into  operation  on  the  19th  June,  1950.

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 

The  following  method  is  employed  for  freeing  infested  houses 
from  bed  bugs: 

Woodwork,  such  as  skirting  boards,  and  loose  plaster  is 
removed,  and  the  whole  of  the  infested  house  sprayed  with 
Zaldecide  and  left  for  seven  days  when  the  process  is  repeated. 
The  method  employed  for  ensuring  that  the  belongings  of 
tenants  are  free  from  vermin  before  removal  to  Council  Houses: 

An  inspection  of  the  house  and  furniture  of  suspected 
tenants  is  made,  but  no  action  has  been  found  necessary.
